Fires 1v THE CoUNTY.—On last
Wednesday morning, about three
o’clock, Mr. W. B. Murray, of Horeb
township, bad the misfortune to lose
his gin-houce, screw, nine bales of
cotton, one wagon, gin-head, gears
and other valuable property by an in-
cendiary fire. Only a few years ago
he had the misfortune to lose his
dwelling, and the second fire falls with
unusual severity upon him. There is
little doubt but that the fire was of in-
cendiary origin. The.loss is between
one thousand and twelve hundred dol-
lars, with no insurance.

Scarcely had the fire died out from
this building when another of our
farmers meets with s similar loss.
The gin-house of Mr. Thos. Bryson,
sitnated on the old Ellison place, about
three miles from town, was burned
on Sunday evening:with its entire
contents. Fortunately Mr. Bryson
had only about two bales of seed cot-

loss, besides the building, is the two
bales of cotton and the seed from
abont forty bales, and will amount to
abont six or seven hundred dollars.
There is little doubt but that this fire
was also of incendiary origiu, and the
gnilty party may be made to suffer for
it. These are only pwo of 2 number of
fires which have occurred in cur coun-
ty during the past thirty days. No
pains skould be spared to bring all the
guilty parties to justice and make
them suffer the severest penalty of the
law. These gentlemen have the sym-
pathy of the community in their losses.

WEeateer SieNars.—Col. A, P,
Batler, Director of the South Carolina
Weather Service, has furnished Major
James Pagan with the following ex-
planation of signals, which will be
fonnd usefal:

Preparation of Indications.—The
weather indications farnished to the
State by the Chief Signal Officer are
based on observations taken in all
parts of the country three times a day.
The morning indications are prepared
at 11 p. m. (Eastern standard time) of
the preceding night, and hold good for,
the twenty-four hours following.

Display of Flugs.—In accordance
with these indications the proper offi-
cial flags, illustrated on the reverse
side of this card, shonld be selected
and prompfly displayed. If clevated
on & pole, they shonld be arranged as
to read downward. If the indications
read followed by
———, then a space, the width of a
flag, should be left vacant on the pole
to indicate ‘“‘roLLOoWED BY.” The
signals should be witbdrawn at3 p. m.

Meaning of Flags.—No. 1 [white
flag] refers always to Fair or Clear
Wedther. No. 2 [orange flag] refers
always to Local Rains. No. 3 [blue
fiag] refers always to General Rains.
No. 4 [black triangle flag] refers
always to Temperature. When piaced
above either Nos. 1, 2 or 3 indicates
Rising Temperature; when placed
below these numbers (1, 2 or 8) indi-
cates Falling Temperature; when
absent from the pole Stationary Tem-
perature is indicated. No. 5 [white
flag with black square] refers always,
to Decidedly Colder Weather, and is
generally issued twenty-four hours in
advance sf the expected fall of temper-
atare. The signal is not ordered
unless it is expected that the tempera-
ture will fall to 45 degress Fahrenheit,
or below, within the time stated in the
order.

Fzamples: “Cooler, fair weather,”
display flag No. 1 with No. 4 below it.
“General rains, higher temperature,”
display No. 3 with No. 4 above it.
“Stationary temperature and local
reins,” display No. 2 only. ‘‘Station-
ary, temperature and general rains,
followed by cooler clear weather,”
display No.'$ (space) and No. 1 with
No. 4 below it.

A SUFFERER.

DOES GUANO PAX?

Messrs. Editors: What has the
learned about

farming profession
guano? After more than twenty years’
nse what is the verdict, profitable or
nnprofitable? Now, if practical expe-
rience proves more than mere empty
theoretical assertions, then the honest
verdict would be mnot profitable.
Guano companies 2nd all guano men
when tackled as to merits of guano,
bring “science to the rescme,” and
unroll an ingeniously and finely-woven
fabric, so brilliant and alloring in
appearance that the farmer forgets
some of his hard experience in the
past, ard sees at once the pearls of
wealth rolling in tbrough the means
of gnano—very good for the gumano
men, very bad for the farmers. Place
alongside of this would-be convictive
logic the slern, hard facts as they are
monlded by experience—facts incon-
trovertible—and we have it in the
most forcible conclusion that guano
has done more harm than good in
South Carolina. I do not mean to
say that no'good can be done, but that
no good has been effected by the use
of gnanc up to this time; neither can
it be denied that in some instances it
has increased the yield of cotton, but
in no way has gnano been of general
and permanent good. Figure out, if
possible, the little over average of
cotton resulting from the useof guano,

_{ then compare wilh continued shortage

caused by it, directly or indirectly,
and the result wonld. be as one isto
three. Most farmers know this, but
acting under the force of habit they
goonin the same way, condemning
guano in the fall and buying it again
in the spring. Buying it—consider this
feature, think for & moment the pum-
ber of ploughs in the State, and it

A law which wonld punish |

every plongh mses one ton or 335.05
worth; that means one bale of cotton

to the plongh, or ome-fourth of an
average crop. Think for a moment,
that means Lthousands of bales of cotton
and thousands of bales of coiton means
millions of dollars—millions of dollars
spent in impoverishing the soil—egre-
gious folly. Now if the farmer mast
spend money, why not spend itina
more sane manner than this, speud the
same amount in the wayof home-made
manure, in many ways that would
readily improve his laud, and at the
same time be free from actual loss
cuch as guano causes. Agaiu, if the
enormous amount which is expended
for gnano was spent in home-made
fertilizers, the labor would naturally
be the recipient of this expenditure,
whereby retaining a vast amount of
money in the hands of our peop'e and
in the bounds of the State. This is
one reason why the guano system is
perniciouns, and the ground work of
a great evil, even its use were not at-
tended with any observable evilresults
to crops. Butnow for the evil itself.
Show up the field which has ever been
brought up to a higher state of culti-
vation by its use, and I will show you
thonsands which have been impover-
ished by it to such an exient that more
and more is required each year to grow
anything at all. Guano does impov-
erish the scil,it onlyacts as a conductor,
8 stimnulant, to bring out what is in
the land, the very opposite from that
of enrichening the soil; this being
true, the elements of fertility, or of
grain, has to be put there by some
other means, and when it is there,
there is no positive need for stimula-
tion, when not there, stimulation can
do very little good. Guano acts mostly
through an abundance of moisture,
therefore while seasons are favorable
the soil does a double share, gives out
all available elements of growth at
once, tne plant is unduly stimulated,
everything is flourishing, the farmer’s
expectations are raised to the highest
pitch, he thinks gaano 2 boon, a regu-
lar bomanza; but what of all this
undue vitality, a few days can undo
most of what bas been done; with the
cessation of rain the over-burdened
plant begins to shed, because every-
thing is already exhausted, and as 13
natural with all unduoe stimulalion,
will fall back more than it had ad-
vanced. Where are the farmer’s hopes
new? With great wrinkles down his
face he tells his neighbor that if it had
not been for the grano he used Le
would have been all right. Brother
farmer, such is the experience of the
writer, and such has been yours.

THE NEW MOUNT ZION.

Impressions Made by the Recent Im-
provements in Buildings and Otherwise.
( Correspondence of the News and Courier.)
Wixxsporo, November 2.—The re-
habilitation of Mount Zion College,
whose history and origin date back to
the revolutionary war, is a matter of
pride to allof the inbabitants of Winns-
boro. This institntion in ils onte-
bellum history . was celebrated not
only in this, but in tke adjoining
States as well. The original corpora-
tors were citizens of Winnsboro and
Charleston, who exercised a joint con-
trol for many years. The society held
its meetings in the city of Charleston
until the yvear 1825, in which year the
place of meeting was changed to
Winnsboro. The original Charleston
members dying off, and their places
not being supplied by others, the in-
stitution eventually passed into local

management. It escaped the destruc-
tive torch of Sherman in his visit to
this coanty, only to succumb to the
flames a few vears afterwards, by the
carelessness of one of its pupils. This
was indeed an appalling calamity,
under the peculiar circumstances in
which our people were placed. They
were stripped of means, as a conse-
quence of the war. The building was
uninsured, and the endowment of the
institution was swept away. This
presented anything but a hopeful and
reassuring prospect. This grand old
institation was, however, too dear to
the hearts of our people to suffer it to
become extinct. With that commend-
able pluck which has characterized the
Southern people, an effort at partial
restoration was made. This resulted
in the erection of a one-story brick
structure, which, though modest and
unassnming, afforded reasonably good
s-hool facilities.
In the year 1878 it was converted
into a graded school, the first I believe
in the State, outside the city of Charles-
ton. It was under the able and effi-
cient management of Prof. K. Means
Davis, now of the South Carolina Col-
lege. About a year &go, a few of our
pablic-spirited citizens conceived the
idea of the complete restoration of
this time-hunored institution. Our
citizens, with commendable unanimity
and zeal, seconded tkis effort. Per-
mission was obtained, through legisla-
tive enactment, for the issne of $7,500
of municipal bonds. These bonds
were readily floated, the whole batch
being laken at home at a reasonable
interest. An i.uposing, substantial
and convenicut orick building has been
erected, the old building has been
thoronghly renovated, new and im-
proved school furniture has been pur-
chased, and a comfortable and com-
modious dwelling for the principal is
now nearing completion. Bat our
people were not to be satisfied with
these troly gratifying results. They
heve recently voted $1,500 additional,
with the view of thoroughly equip-
ping the school, and furnishing it with
all needed appliances and apparatus.
It is now in successful operation,
with competent instructors in all de-
partments, including music and
drawing, affording ample facilities for
a thorough and practical education,
both to boys and girls. The presi-
